repeal of Section 96 of the Criminal Code of Canada 
take good care not to be specific in their argument." 

The Times does not acknowledge this soft 
impeachment.

Jl riculum for the public schools is one that 
probably will never be Killed—not in a changing 
society. Everyone quite properly has ideas about what 
should be taught and how. and these ideas are in a 
state of constant flux. Theoretically, at least, it is 
the task of the educationist to approximate in the 
curriculum the ideas of the community on what in the 
way of knowledge and training the younger generation 
should be equipped with as it is started out in life. 

There should thus be interest in the paragraphs 
on Khool curriculum submitted in the exhaustive re¬ 
port of Major H. B. King, commissioner on School 
Finance in British Columbia. He seeks to establish 
the point that actually the curriculum in our schools 
“is partly the result of accident, of temporary adjust¬ 
ments and concessions and the fitting in of the pro¬ 
gramme to the lime that was available." He finds it 
has not been adequately studied from a scientific point 
of view, that it tends to be maladjusted both to the 
individual and to the needs of society, that the last 
needs thought of are the needs of the individual or the

"More potent than these needs are the desires of 
lho« who teach or control the subjects comprising the 
curiculum.” Major King lays. "The curriculum 
tends to become, in the academic subjects, at any rate, 
what professors in the dominant university or univer¬ 
sities believe that they would like the students to know 
when they! come to them." 

This knot at it should be, for it is, as Major King 
points out. surely obvious that what a university pro¬ 
fessor thinks he would like the student to know when he 
comes to him is no criterion for determining what a 
boy or girl should be domg or should be learning 
throughout some twelve years of elementary and 
secondary Khool life. “No student of education." he 
believes, "would accept such a criterion as a valid one. 
Actually, however, the wishes of universities in the 
matter of curriculum have been more influential hi 
determining the content of ichool instruction than has 
anything ehe." Major King suggests that here the 
science of education, now available, should step in. 
He advises a thorough recasting of the educational 
system of the province from the standpoint of curri¬ 
culum. as well as administratively, with the curriculum 
viewed not as a fixed thing, but as subject to ready 
adaptation. He finds too many pupils, destined ta 
failure m them, are taking courses leading to the univer¬ 
sity. largely because of the glamor associated with 
university education. Courses, he recommends, should 
be plumed to suit individuals after careful diagnosis 
of the individual's capacities and needs, and not least 
of all. his tastes. ... To many youths Latin and 
French may provide great, even unmeasurable intel¬ 
lectual stimulus: to a few persons Greek may be of 
mor* worth than all the rest of the curriculum. Guid-. 
•nee. involving both educational and vocational 
guidance, must necessarily be upon an individual basis, 
with cartful diagnosis, leading ultimately to relf- 
diKovery and soundly motivated endeavor. This 
means there should be available at least a number 
of secondary Khools of the composite type, where the

South had carefully pre¬ 
served hi* four hearts, so a discard 
from that suit would be fatal, and 
to discard another diamond would 
make tha king and *lx good In 
dummy. 

By playing in this manner, declarer 
tpok full advantage of his op¬ 
portunities. He did not give up the 
chance of a 3-3 break in hearts, but 
gained the added possibility of a 
squeeze In the two red suite. 

Note that the equeexe would not 
work If applied from the South hand, 
for West would have apadee to discard 
on the trump leads, and could thus 
protect both hearts and diamonds. 
Declarer had to remove these valuable 
spade discards from the West hand, 
before the tqueese could be executed.

HEAVY TOLL IS TAKEN 
BY ARTERIAL DISEASE 


High Blood Pressure Pound in Many Men Below Forty- 
five Tears of Ale 


Dr. Edward J. StiegUta !h*s esti¬ 
mated that from seven to ten per 
cent of all American men under 
forty-five years of age have condi¬ 
tion! of the blood vessels which cause 
them to show high blood pressure. 

In other words, ss 2 have explained 
previously, they are suffering from 
hypertensive arterial disease. After 
forty-five years of sge, the numbe¬ 
ls continually greater. 

Women also suffer from this condi¬ 
tion and their number is greater after 
forty years of age than is the case 
with men. 

Low blood pressure, or hypotension. 
Is much less frequent than is high 
blood pressure. It is also much more 
frequent among young people than 
among older people. 

It ha* been estimated that about 
thirty-five la every 1,000 people under 
thirty years of age and above seven¬ 
teen years of age suffer from low 
blood pressure. 

Some of the leading authorities 
with insurance companies say that 
about 140,000 people die every year 
In the United States from hyperten¬ 
sive disease. Of course, many people 
with high blood pressure live a long 
time, bqt the Insurance companies 
are bo convinced that the presence 
of this condition Is a definite men¬ 
ace to long life that they frequently 
refuse to Insure those with very high 
blood pressure* and they charge a 
higher rats for those they do Insure.
